Close of a Week's Session On Satnrday A<- 

The spring term of the Couuty Fis- 
cal Court closed Saturday evening, 
having been in session five days. 

The important transactions up to 
Thursday afternoon were given in the 
last issue of the Kentuckian. 

The most important action taken 
was the adaption of a resolution abol- 
ishing the fee system in operating 
the work house. Under this system 
the county attorney, county judge, 
magistrates and other court officers 
were in the habit of collecting from 
the county the costs and percentums 
worked out in the work house. This 
had greatly increased the work house 
expenses, in which the city is a one- 
fourth partner, and the matter has 
been creating a good deal of discus- 
sion for a year or more. 

When it came to a vote all the mem- 
bers acquiesced in it, those opposed 
to the resolution not voting. It is 
uncertain what the saving to the 
county will be. 

The annual work house report 
showed a total of receipts from hands 
nn the mad <, D d etane scld of 1932.75. 

The total disbursements were for 
the year 54886 «7. 

Officers cost paid out of work 
house funds from May 1st, 1895, to 
July 31st, 1895, 8150.86. Same paid 
out of county fundu from August 1st,. 
1895, to March 31st, 1896, $473.73. 
Total for year 

The city council through a com- 
mittee asked that the city be allowed 
two votes in future elections of a 
work house keeper, her one-fourth 
interest entitling her to that represen- 
tation. Ksq. Barker moved that the 
request be granted and the Demo- 
crats—Barker, Buckner, Fraser and 
Parker— voted for it and the Repub- 
licans — Long, Collins and Hanbery — 
and the Populist — Myers — voted no. 
Judge Breathitt broke the tie and 
voted no. This will probably lead to 
a dissolution of the partnership, the 
city retiring. 

The county levy was laid at 50 
cents, 42 cents for general purposes 
and 8 cents for interest on the rail- 
road bonds. The poll tax was fixed 
at 11.60. 

The annual reports of the Work 
House Committee and of the county 
attorney as commissioner for the 
county were received. 

County Assessor J. B. Everett was 
allowed $400 for taking the poll tax 
assessment for the county. 

It was ordered that a committee 
consisting of Esq. Buckner and Myers 
and Judge Breathitt be appointed to 
buy two more road graders for the 
county, making four. An appropriation 
of $470 was made for that purpose. 

The county judge's salary was 
again fixed at $1000. A motion to 
put it to $800, the salary in 1894, was 
lost. 

The county attorne) 's salary was 
left at $800 and a motion to restore 
it to the old figures of $600 was lost.

You will never be m good health 
and never do your best work if your 
feet are constantly cold, says the 
Vocalist. Grave diseases of the 
throat and lungs are caused by cold 
feet alone, and these troubles.are al- 
ways aggravated by a frigid con- 
dition of the lower extremities. If 
proper footwear does not give relief, 
consult a physician, for the chances 
are the system is "run down," and 
radical measuras are necessary. In 
nine cases out of ten, however, the 
foot covering is to blame, either be- 
cause of its shape or its material. 
Save in warm weather, and for low- 
cut shoes, leather, as ordinarily pre- 
pared, has serious objections. It 
lacks two prime qualities— porosity 
and capacity for absorption— being 
in this respect too much like rubber. 
No foot can remain either comfort- 
able or healthy if kept in a perpetual 
bath of its own emanations and ex- 
cretions. Leather, especially that 
of the more porous varieties, may be 
tolerated for the outside, but for cold 
Weather it should always be lined 
with woolen cloth, or, better, with 
wool felt. In fact, for all cold 
climates, and for winter wear in all 
climes where there is any winter, a 
footgear made from all-wool felt ap- 
proaches the ideal. According to 
modern notions, any illness in one 
part of the body may be occasioned 
by some irritating cause far removed 
from tho seat of the trouble.

able that these whales go south to 
the bay of Victoria land, where Ross 
saw them, in the summer, and return 
north in the winter. It would seem 
incredible that a man of Sir James 
Ross' standing, supported as he was 
by able scientists and experienced 
whalers, should have made a grave 
error when he said that this valuable 
whale was to be found in large num- 
bers in those latitudes. 

The difference in the appearance of 
the blue whale, as we found it there, 

spouting is so striking that even the 
most casual observer could not easi- 
ly be deceived. Very possibly, had 
we penetrated further into the large, 
open bay discovered by Ross in the 
vicinity of the volcano peaks Erebus 
and Terror, we, too, would have 
found the right whale in great num- 
bers. We saw many blue whales, 
but had not the appliances to take 
them. 

As I remarked at the International 
Geographical congress, we found few 
seals. They increased, however, in 
number as we worked eastward, and 
seemed afraid of the land. All of the 
seals that we met on the shore 
showed much uneasiness and speedi- 
ly made for the water, a fact which 
strengthened my belief in the exist- 
ence of a large enemy of the seal on 
the continent. I do not doubt that 
the seal congregate together in 
larger numbers at some places on the 

I consider the guano beds which 
we discovered of great eommerclsl 
importance, and they ought to be 
well worth the attention of enter- 
prising business men. The specimen 
which I brought back with me con- 
tains a large percentage of ammonia. 

Furthermore, from the analysis of 
the specimen of rock which I brought 
back with me, the possible and prob- 
able presence of valuable minerals on 
the continent is proved, although the 
lava and volcanic aspects of the coast 
line do not speak favorably for the 
presence of heavy metals near the 

surface. 

Fire-Proof Paper. 
Fire-proof paper, for printing and 
writing purposes, is now manufac- 
tured in Berlin by a new patented 
process. Ninety-five parts of asbes- 
tos fiber of the best quality are 
washed in a solution of permanganate 
of calcium and then treated with sul- 
phuric acid as a bleaching agent. 
Five parts of wood pulp, as used in 
paper factories, are added, and the 
whole is placed in the agitating box 
with an addition of lime water and 
borax. After being thoroughly 
mixed the material is. pumped into 
the regulating box, and allowed to 
flow out of a gate on an endless wire 
cloth, where it enters the usual pa- 
ling machinery. It is easy 
to apply water marks to this paper, 
hich ordinarily has a smooth sur- 
face, but which can bo satin finished, 
this being more preferable for writ- 
ing purposes. Paper thus produced 
is said to resist even the direct in- 
fluenc? of flame and remains unin- 
jured tven in a white heat.

THE USE OF A LEMON. 

Few Fruits Have So Many Excellent 
Qualities. 

There are a great many people in 
this world who fancy that when 
lemonade and lemon extract 
lemon drops are catalogued, there 
isn't very much left for this familiar 
fruit. But when these uses are met, 
the value of a lemon is scarcely com- 
prehended. As a remedv for a cold, 
few things are better than lemon- 
juk e and sugar. Very few of the 
disease germs that cause us the most 
annoyance are able to survive con 
tact with the juice of the lemon. K, 
after coming in from a dusty street, 
or after mingling with the unwashet: 
and unkempt crowds in which we 
sometimes find ourselves, wo would 
cut off a slice of lemon, rub the face 
with it, and rinse the mouth and 
throat with the clear juice, many dis- 
eases that now afflict us would lie 
kept at a proper distance. After 
having the hands in hot water, or 
after using many malodorous sub- 
stances, a thorough rubbing with 
lemon will restore the delicacy of the 
skin, and remove any objectionable 
smell. The fingernails are greatly 
improved by applications of lemon 
juice. Pimples and blackheads may 
be removed or kept away by the 
same means. An occasional brush- 
ing of the teeth with lemon juice is a 
most excellent thing, provided the 
acid is carefully wa«v>od away after 
ward. It is said that corns am 
bunions may be removed by bindin; 
on a piece of lemon night after night 
Certainly when the feet are tired and 
swollen, there is nothing -better as 
an application, after a good bathing 
than lemon juice and alcohol in equal 
parts. A tablespoonful is quite 
enough, and t he preparation ough 
to be found on every toilet tabic 
After lemons are used for table pur 
poses, the pieces may be put on 
shelf over the kitchen sink, wher 
they will be handy to rub the hands 
with, to remove stains, to take spots 
out of linen, or to mix with salt and 
polish brasses. There is probably 
no fruit in ordinary use that has so 
many excellent qualities and is so 
comprehensively valuable as 
lemon. — N. Y. Ledger.

TO APRIL 8. 1SB6. 



To the Christian County Court of 
Claims; 

GlNTLEMEN. — 

I, Katie McDauiel, County Super- 
intendent of Christian county, beg 
leave to make to your honorable body 
the following annual report of the 
condition of your schools since April 
3, 1895, the time of my last report: 

There were reported to me by the 
trustees, 11,910 pupil children. Dur- 
ing the month of May, 1 examined 
carefully every census report and 
found that there were ll,f»55 pupil 
children, the difference of 855 being 
due to the enrollment of persons over 
age, under age and double enlist- 
ments. I found no evidence of any 
intended fraud, but think the mis- 
takes Nvere made through carelessness 
and, in some cases, ignorance of the 
real boundary lines. I sent in March 
of thiB year to each district, white 
and colored, a circular letter giving 
minute instructions in regard to tak- 
ing the census. I have also tried to 
so adjust the boundaries that all 
double listing would be avoided. I 
trust with these precautions there will 
be very few changes to make in the 
reports this year. By correcting the 
last census I saved to the State and 
County $997.55. The per capita beiuj 
$2.81 for the present year, I was pa it 
by the State and County on the 11,.jB5 
pupils, $29,933.24. I have paid to the 
various teachers upon the orders of 
trustees, $28,890.53, leaving a balance 
on hand of $1,042.71 not yet called 
for. There still remains due from the 
State a balance of $3325.92, which is 
10 per cent, of the whole, or one-half 
of the salary for the fifth month, 
This will not be paid, the Treasure] 
thinks, before July 1st. 

There are a few of the schools still 
_j session and four did not open un- 
til January. In more of the districts 
than usual a subscription school is 
now being taught, which is encour- 
aging. 

I held in August two institutes of 
five days each, one for the white and 
one for the colored teachers.. For 
both of these, able instructors were 
secured and the attendance was ex- 
cellent. My intention is to have none 
but the best to instruct the Institutes 
that the teachers may thereby derive 
the greatest benefit from these annual 
meetings. I have received from both 
Institutes, $159, and have paid for 
expenses $127.70, leaving in my hands 
due this fund, $31.30. (See itemized 
account in Record Book, pages 130 
and 140.) 

For the County Teachers' Library 
Fund I have received from the Insti- 
tute Fund and balance from last 
year, $40.10, and have paid for 
books and expenses, $12.02, leaving 



the amount now to the credit of thia 
fund $28.08. (See itemized account 
m Record Book, pages 160 and 160.) 
This amount will be expended for 
new books aa soon as selections can 
be made. 

I have held ten examinations, of 



two days each for teaohsr's certificates 
—five for the white and five for the 
colored teachers. Sixty-four certifi- 
cates were issued to white and fifty 
to colored teachers, and there were 



dred and twenty-five failures. 



I have also held two examinations 
for white and colored for graduation 
in the common schools. Diplomas 
were granted to five white graduates, 
one from Xo. 5 and four from Gor- 
don's Field District. This was a 
young class and an unusually bright 
one as well. I hope to arouse greater 
interest in this subject on the part of 
pupils, teachers and parents, as it is 
of the greatest importance. From 
examination fees 1 have received $238 
and have paid my examiners, as the 
law directs: To C. H. Dietrich. $83.50; 
to A. C. Kuykendall, $154.60. Total 
{238.00. (For itemized account, 
Record Book, page 54.) 

I have received from taxation of 
districts for building and repairing 
school houses and supplying ap- 
paratus, including balance from last 
year, $2,753.30, and have paid out 
for the above purposes, $2,022.98, 
and now have on hand to credit of 
said fund $730.36 due the various dis- 
tricts. (See record book pages 200 
— for whites, and 400-454 for the

in 8 districts, 6 white and two colored. 
Others have been repaired and many 
have bought and improved furniture 
and apparatus. Several new houses 
will be built this spring. Our houses 
and furniture are gradually improv- 
ing and we hope the day is not fai 
distant when we can point with pride 
to a neat, comfortable, commodious, 
and well-equipped school house in 
every district in the county. 

I have visited each one of your 143 
schools once and many of them more 
than once. I have made during the 
year 165 visits to the schools. Several 
days were spent in each of the city 
schools, white and colored. I have 
found enrolled on the days of 
visits to the various schools 6048, 
4152 present. I heard 825 recitations 
and made a great number of talks. 
For a more detailed statement see 
I'Record of Visits." 

I have held 9 educational meetings 
for the teachers. The attendance 
was good, the programs interesting 
and helpful, and the patrons as well 
as the teachers were much benefited 
thereby. 

Last May, Reading Circle certifi- 
cates were issued to all teachers who 
had completed the Course of Study 
and passed the required examina- 
tions in the State Teachers' Reading 
Circle; 47 white and SOeolored teach- 
ers— total 77— received certificates. 
We have a large circle thia year.. The 
Course of Study includes Smith's 
hirtory of Ky. and Roark'a ptyohol-

y. Nearly all of the teachers read 
iucational journals. In our library 
for white teachers we have 101 vol 
umes and for colored teachers 144 
volumes. 

The attendance in many of our 
schools was not good this tear. There 
were various causes for this. Sick- 
ness prevailed to an unusual extent 
h11 over the county. Several schools 
had to suspeud temporarily on ac- 
count of diptheria and the attendance 
was not good afterwards. 

In addition to sickness, many chil- 
dren both male and female were kept 
from school to assist in caring for 
and housing the unusually large to- 
bacco crop. In spite of so manv ob- 
stacles, however, there was much 
good doue by conscientious, faithful 
teachers. Of course in a district 
where the "teacher" is a mere "time- 
keeper" little good is accomplished 
even under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances. 

As you know we have now in Ken- 
tucky, strange as it seems to us, a 
compulsory attendance law. Whil« 
we may not have favored its passage 
at this time when other reforms seem- 
ed more pressing, yet as it is now a 
law, all of us owe it allegiance and a 
fair trial. I shall, for my part, inform 
the trustees in regard to its require- 
ments and try to see that it is enforc- 
ed in this county. The provisions of 
the bill ate reasonable and not radi- 
cal, and I trust we may see from i 
many beneficent results. In some o 
our school houses, however, I fear m 
may not have room sufficient to ac 
commodate all of the children. 

In conclusion, I will say that my 
whole time has been devoted to the 
work entrusted to me. I have labor- 
ed faithfully for the improvement of 
our schools and teacherf, and while I 
know that much has been accom- 
plished, I am not satisfied, but shall 
continue to strive for even better re 
suits. I trust that this report may 
meet your approval and that you may 
deem my services worthy of the usual 
compensation.

A hundred or more persona went 
over to Fort Myer the other after- 
noon to witness the first exhibition 
drill of the season by the two crack 
troops of the Sixth United States 
cavalry-. The exhibition MWVH 
in the large riding hall, where alr%ero 
out of the biting wind that swept 
clown the parade. 

There is probably no other set of 
officers and men in the army who 
can give such a display of horseman- 
ship as Troops G and A of the Sixth. 
The drill given by them tends more 
to show to what a high degree of 
efficiency men and horses can be 
trained than to display knowledge of 
cavalry movements. At the bottom 
of the whole drill is the one aim of 
every true cavalry officer to make 
his men so familiar with the horses 
that they can do almost anything 
with or on them. The officers argue 
that a cavalryman must be able to 
ride a horse under any and all con- 
ditions; know how to fall off without 
being injured, ride without stfri 
or saddle, and also standing in 
stirrups, and have full use of the 
•ms for fighting. 
While every troop in the armory 
has to undergo what the soldiers call 
"bull ring" drill, there is none that 
has so fully developed the idea as 
these two troops at Fort Myer. This 
is in a great measure due to the 
tiring efforts of the officers — among 
them Lieut. Short, who is 
acknowledged premier in the saddle 
—and the esprit du corps of the men, 
*hieh in G and A exists to a remark- 
able degree. The men in these 
troops always try to outdo each 
other. 

Troop G was the first to come, out, 
under command of Capt. West, as- 
sisted by First Lieut. Gallagher and 
"Second Lieut. Stout. The men gave 
an excellent exhibition of fancy rid- 
ing. Cossack riding was first given, 
and in this the men, with stirrups 
crossed, stood up and rode about the 
" in a fearless manner. They rode 
even better, than the Cossacks who 
were with Buffalo Bill's show. To 
show the training of the horses, 
they made passages, side movements 
with ease, and other difficult feats to 
teach a horse. Other movements 
given by the troop were loudly ap- 
plauded. 

Troop A, Capt. Kendall, Lieuts. 
Short and White, closed the drill. 
After going through similar move- 
ments the men gave a very interest- 
ing exhibition of hurdle jumping and 
using horses for hurdles. In the lat- 
ter some of the horses were a little 
ill-tempered, but were quickly sub- 
dued. 

The most serviceable thing of the 
whole exhibition was the use of 
horses for breastworks. The horses 
are taught to lie down, by the use of 
straps, coming from the right ankle 
of the foreleg over the shoulder, 
while the left leg is off the ground and 
hobbled. The soldier pulls on the 
shoulder straps, shoves against the 
left shoulder, and down goes the 
horse. After a time the only thing 
necessary is to pick up the left front 
leg and shove at the shoulder, while 
some of the more intelligent animals 
need only a shove. The use of horses 
as breastworks has long been In 
vogue on the plains during Indian 
fights, but the horses had first to be 
shot. The training of recent years 
has done away with this necessity. 

Since last season the men and 
horses at Fort Myer have greatly im- 
proved and give a much finer ex- 
hibition. They do more feats in 
fancy riding, and a great many jne-e 
men have developed sufficient skill 
to accomplish those which only a few 
did last ye ar.— Washington Post.

CHINESE EDITOR IN CHINA. 

First Native Editorial' Staff Begin* 
Turning Out a Newspaper. 

Information received in Washing- 
n is to the effect that a newspaper 
has been established at last at Peking 
by Chinamen and printed in the 
Chinese language under the patron- 
age of some of the most powerful 
princes of the court. 

It is called the Wan-Kuo-Kung- 
Pao, or Universal Intelligence, and 
will be edited by a young graduate 
of Hamlin college, of which Dr. Mar 
an American missionary, has 
been president for years. 

This audacious and progressive 
person is Rang Chang-Su, a native 
Canton, who, only a few years ago, 
is in deep disfavor because of some 
ther heretical comments he pub- 
ihed upon the classics of Confucius. 
Associated with him in the enter- 
prise are such men as Yuan Shihkai, 
-minister to Corea; a secretary of 
the grand council, a grand nephew 
of the imperial tutor Weng, a son of 
the late Marquis Tseng, a nephew of 
;e Li, and some 15 others of 
literary rank or of great official 

These gentlemen have formed a 
club known as the Universal Intelli- 
gence association, which assumes the 
expense of publication, and will con- 
tribute to the periodical, which will 
be issued twice a month. Chang 
Chih Tuug, the viceroy of Nankin, 
has subscribed $5,000 toward . the 
capital; an uncle of the emperor has 
building, rent free, and the 
of the board of revenue has 
pledged a subsidy from the govern- 
ment. 

There are now only six newspapers 
printed in the Chinese language — two 
at Canton, one at Shanghai, one at 
Hankow, one at Tientsin, all owned 
and published by foreigners, and the 
venerable Peking Gazette, which is 
the oldest journal in the world, and 
for 800 years has been issued regu- 
larly at the capital to make known 
the imperial edicts and other official 
information.

e it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky: 

§ 1. That it shall be unlawful for 
any person dr persons to catch or de- 
stroy fish in any of the running wa- 
ters, lakes or ponds, other than pri- 
vate ponds, cf this State, by means 
of a seine, other than a dip net, drag 
or trap, except streams forming the 
boundary line between this and other 
States. Any one thus offending shall, 
on conviction, be fined in a sum not 
less thau twenty-five dollars nor more 
than fifty dollars for each offense and 
cost of prosecution. 

§ 2. That any person or persons 
who shall place or cause to be placed, 
in any of the running waters desig- 
nated in section one, any drug, injur- 
ious substance, medicated bait, of any 
dynamite or other explosive agent, 
with intent to injure, poison or catch 
fish, shall be guilty of a misdemean- 
or, and, on conviction thereof, shall 
be fined not less than fifty dollars 
nor more than one hundred dollars 
for each offense, and cost of prosecu- 
tion. 

§ 3. That sixty per centum of all 
the tineB collected for violations of the 
provisions of this act shall be paid 
: -i to the treasury of the county in 

hich such fines are imposed, the 
remaining forty per centum to be paid 
to the civil officers securing the ap- 
prehension and conviction. 

§ 4. That the circuit courts of the 

spective counties of the State, 
wherein any .of these offenses herein 
enumerated are committed, Bhall have 
exclusive jurisdiction to indict, try 
ajd purnish such offenders. 

§ 5. That it shall be the duty of 
je judge in all circuit courts of the 
respective counties of this State to 
give this act specially in charge to 

ich grand jury of said court. 

§ 6. That this act shall not be con- 
strued to prevent any person from 
using minnow seines less than ten 
feet in length and four feet in depth 
to catch minnows for bait, or trot 

aes, or pole and line to catch fish. 

§ 7. That acta or parte of acts 
heretofore passed, in conflict with 
this act, are hereby repealed. 

§ 8. Whereas, the fish in the 
streams of this State are being con- 
stantly killed by drugs, and dyna- 
mite and other explosives, an emer- 
gency is declared to exist, and this 
act shall take effect when signed by 
the Governor.
